How few pity a drunkard - 
How many, when they see a poor wretch 
"reveling in the gutter, are ready o 
cive him a parting kick, and then walk 
on, with heads up, inwardly congratu- 
latin" themselves that they arc not as 
othe?menare. It is pleasant to know 
however, that there are some not so 
cold hearted. 
That intemperance is very often a 


physical disease is frequently illustrated 
by ocular demonstration, but the symp- 
toms are so frequent and of such every.- 
day occurrence, that we sedom stop to 
think of or contemplate this fact. 
We 


know that in one sense drinking is a 
habit and, at tho knowledge of this fact 
Jtop forgetting another fact, which is 
that thet habit of drinking soon creates 
the disease of intemperance. Physicians, 
however, are beginning to realize ihs 
fact 
This being the case, it is the sols 


omn duty of every physiean, and every 
good citizen, especially of the influential 
class, to treat it as such. 


There are many eases of o noroama, 


that terrible gnawing at the stomach and 
craving for stimulants, that should be 
treated witn as much promptness, tho- 
roughness, pity and care as would be 
riven if the patient were threatened 
with consumption, or any other heredi- 
tary disease. Let tho jouthot tho land 
be taught that alcoholic beverages as 
poisons, williujuro their bodily health, 
and the result in many eases, will bo bet- 
ter than long drawn Ijo""1,08,.^"118' 
temptation, vice, etc. Teach hem to 
sruard against intoxicating drinks, just 
as they are taught to guard against the 
small-pox, yellow fever, cholera, and 
such contagions, and the admonition 
willleave a stronger impression than it 
directed against the indulgence ol them 
as simply a vile habit. 
There ought to 


be in every large cisy at least one ine- 
briate asylum established, where those 
who arc apparently in hopeless 
hraN 


dorn to the terrible slavery of alcohol 
might be treated for, aye, andI cured of, 
a real and powerful disease. Wo do not 
disparage all other means of diminishing 
this gigantic evil of intemperance, which 
is ruling through-out our fair land and 
cursfag it with upas-like ruin. 
On the 


contrary, we greatly honor the few noble 
men and women in our own city who are 
fighting sternly against it here, but we 
uS?ge all to add to their account of Us na- 
ture and effects the medical view of it 
as above, and so add to their efforts and 
plans accordingly.— Champaign 
Ga- 


zette.
